ETHICS 

Commissioner 
calls for help 
on Red ford file 

Alberta’s ethics commissioner is 
asking her counterpart in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia to decide if there 
should be a renewed conflict-of- 
interest investigation of former 
premier Alison Kedford. 

Jna letter lo Alberta's Justice 
Department, Marguerite'Irussler 
says she cannot give her opinion 
because she is friends with two 
of the people involved. 

“1 am not able to take on the 
task of providing you advice on 
this matter as I have what could 
be perceived as a personal con¬ 
flict of interest," Trussler wrote 
in the letter luesday: 

Trussler has worked as a law¬ 
yer and as a judge in Court of 
Queen’s Bench. 

Trussler says in the letter that 
B.C conflict-of-interest commis¬ 
sioner Paul Fraser will step in 
to decide if an investigation is 
warranted. 

Kedford resigned as Alberta’s 
premier more than two years ago 


following a scandal over lavish 
spending on herself and those 
in her inner circle. 

Then-ethics commissioner 
Neil Wilkinson investigated her 
in 2013, while she was still pre¬ 
mier, For a decision she made 
in 2010 while serving as justice 
minister. 

Kedford had selected the J'lKL 
consortium, a group of law firms, 
to sue tobacco companies on be¬ 
half of the province to recover 
related health-care costs. 

One of the law firms in the 
ITRI consortium includes the 
fum employing Robert Hawkes, 
who is Rklford’s fbmier hustuind 
and became her political adviser. 

Wilkinson’s investigation 
found that Kedford made a fair 
decision based on the advice 
given to her to pick the win¬ 
ner from three equally strong 
applicants. 

But a CBC report said Wilkin¬ 
son may not have had access to 
all the relevant documentation 
to make a sound decision, so 
Justice Minister Kathleen Ganiev 
asked former Supreme Court 
justice Frank lacobucci to in¬ 
vestigate.

The dty is again looking at 
tweaking Churchill Square as 
Edmonton's central gathering 
spot faces pressure on all sides. 
A consultant is set to look at 
options and will likely get pub¬ 
lic input over the summer on 
any possible changes.

Tannia Fnmke, supervisor of 
the civic precinct, said the con¬ 
sultant’s review is in its early 
stages and is driven partially 
by maintenance costs, as just 
replacing paving stones is cost¬

She said there is a lot the 
city has to figure out and 
they're keeping an open mind. 

■"We're in a concept phase 
for that right now." she said.

2013, council rejected a broad¬ 
er vision for the area, dubbed 
the Civic Precinct Master Plan. 

Franke said they won’t be 
revisiting the broader plan 
for the square until the LRT 
work is done. 

Coat savings critical; 

Councillors 

Coun. Michael Walters said if 
ibe city can reduce mainten¬ 
ance costs, he supports making 
a change to Churchill's design. 

“If w r e can make one in¬ 
vestment that makes us that 
money back, and then some 
through savings on mainten¬ 
ance. that is a wise move," 
he said. 

But a big redevelopment 
is not something he has an 
interest in. 

“Of all the things in our 
capital budget ’unfunded list' 
3 don’t know that that one 
merits being near the top." 

Conn. Mike Nickel expressed 
frustration at the maintenance 
costs, but said anything larger 
doesn't make sense right now. 

“lt r s not the time. We have 
bigger problems " he said. 

“lam just not in the mood 
to spend a lot of money to re¬ 
plan Churchill Square."

The amount the city 
spends to repair the dam¬ 
age "varies year to year 
depending on how much

Franke said. 

"It might he less than 
that this year, but that 
is about what we have 
budgeted annually," 

Franke said the city

Witness

A key witness has testified that 
he saw murder suspect Travis 
Vader driving ;in SUV that looked 
like one owned by two Alberta 
seniors who vanished six years 
ago.

“He just said he had to get 
going.'There was too much heat 
around .. . apparently he had war¬ 
rants out for his arrest," Jnger- 
sol! said. He added that Vader

Vader then drove away in a 
green SUV that Ingersoll said 
he had never seen before. He 
later recognized the vehicle in a 
newspaper story about a missing 
couple. Vader, 44, htts pleaded 
not guilty to first-degree murder.

Environmental 
agency panned 
in report, and 
province reacts 

Alberta is closing its arm's- 
length environmental monitor¬ 
ing agency and moving its work 
back to the government after a 
critical report called the group 
a “failed experiment." 

"Government is responsible 
for government business, includ¬ 
ing monitoring, which has an ef¬ 
fort on public health and public 
safety'" Environment Minister 
Shannon Phillips said Juesday. 

Phillips pointed to a report 
done for her office that paint¬ 
ed the Alberta Environmental 
Monitoring, Evaluation and Re¬ 
porting Agency [AEMEKA) as 
needlessly expensive, poorly 
co-ordinated and split by bureau¬ 
cratic infighting. 

The agency was founded in 
2D12 after years of criticism over 
how Alberta was keeping track 
of what environmental impacts 
the then-rapidly expanding oil- 
sands were having. 


Provincial scientists were to 
come together with resources 
from Environment Canada to 
jointly monitor how the indus¬ 
try was affecting the region's air, 
land and water. The resulting 
agency was funded by S50 mil¬ 
lion from industry and another 
523 million from the province, 


which was to fund the expansion 
of environmental monitoring 
across the province. 

The agency’s research plans 
have been hailed as a dramatic 
improvement and numerous 
scientific papers have been pub¬ 
lished from its work. But report 
author Paul Boothe, a former 


Environment Canada deputy 
minister, said the organization 
itself never gelled. 

Lome Taylor, chairman of the 
agency’s now-disbanded board 
of directors and a one-time en¬ 
vironment minister in the for¬ 
mer Conservative government, 
pointed out that the first stud¬ 


ies suggesting oilsands facilities 
were releasing contaminants 
were pooh-poohed by the gov¬ 
ernment of the day. 

He said the board w r as never 
given a copy of the report or an 
opportunity to respond to it. 

Phillips said monitoring 
will now be done by scientists 
working for the province, but 
independent advice will con¬ 
tinue to come from the scientific 
advisory panel created under 
the old agency. 

The agency's former chief sci¬ 
entist. Fred Wrona, will move 
to government in a similar role. 

Phillips said any money saved 
by the government taking back 
administration of the work will 
be spent on improving the de¬ 
partment's scientific capacity. 

While the funding agreement 
with industry' expired a year 
ago, negotiations are ongoing to 
renew' it. Phillips said. She said 
talks have opened with First .Na¬ 
tions about their involvement. 

Aboriginal groups had large¬ 
ly abandoned the agency, al¬ 
though efforts were under¬ 
way to bring them back 
through a traditional eco¬ 
logical knowledge committee.

U.S. blood 
from paid 
donors already 
here: CEO

Members of a group repre¬ 
senting victims of Canada's 
tainted blood scandal are in 
Edmonton to speak with gov¬ 
ernment after a private plasma 
donation company announced 
plans for a future Alberta lo¬ 
cation. 

Representatives for Blood 
Watch say paying donors and 
taking blood or plasma dona¬ 
tion out of the hands of Can¬ 
adian Blood Services risks con¬ 
tamination of the blood supply 
and puts people at risk. 

Others seem to agTee. and 
the government of Ontario has 
banned the practice and the 
World Health Organization 
advocates against it. 

So we asked Barzin Bahard- 
oust, CEO of Canadian Plasma 


Resources, why he thinks pri¬ 
vatization is a good idea. 

What are your plans for 
Alberta? 

Our plan at the moment 
is to hopefully have some 
manufacturing facilities 
and laboratories in Alberta, 
hopefully within the next 
five years. Possibly a donor 
clinic as well. 

So you disagree having 
more places to donate 
would make the blood 
supply less safe? 

As you might be aware, it's 
stated very dearly in the 
annual reports from Can¬ 
adian Blood Services and 
Hema Quebec (that) some¬ 
thing around SO per cent 
of the plasma protein prod¬ 
ucts are already coming 
from the plasma industry 
in the United States, where 
there are approximate¬ 
ly 450 plasma collection 
centres collecting plasma 
from compensated donors, 
and this product is already 
coming to Canada and 
being used by Canadian 
Blood Services, 


How do you feel about 
how many people are un¬ 
comfortable with the con¬ 
cept of paying for blood 
or plasma? 

I'm very surprised, because 
Alberta, like any other Can¬ 
adian province, is getting 
around 80 per cent of its 
plasma from compensated 
donors, it just happens to 
be donors in the United 
States, so I'm not exact¬ 
ly sure where the source 
of discomfort is, or what 
makes it different. I think 
Canadian donors are just 
as safe as American donors. 

How is your plasma used? 

The plasma we collect is 
only for further manufac¬ 
turing (for medications 
used for paLients with 
conditions like immune de¬ 
ficiencies or hemophilia.) 
We don't collect whole 
blood or blood products 
for direct transfusion to 
patients, which is what 
Canadian Blood Products 
is doing in this country. 
What we're doing is com¬ 
plementary,

Matt Small, a 28-year-old and 
hobby photographer, said he was 
taking pictures of a sunset from 
loronto's Poison Pier on Monday 
when a luxury helicopter landed 
nearby and produced a V3F pas¬ 
senger: Drake.

Within 48 hours, the largest 
leak of confidential documents 
in history has shaken the foun¬ 
dations of power around the 
world, triggering the resignation 
of Iceland's prime minister and 
sending political shock waves 
from Pakistan to Argentina to 
Ukraine. 

l J rime Minister Sigmundur 
GinmUiugsson relented to with¬ 
ering public pressure Tuesday, 
stepping down eis Iceland's leader 
one day after thousands gathered 
outside parliament in protest 
over revelations he held a secret 
offshore company. 

The revelations were con¬ 
tained in the Panama Papers 
— a collection of 11.5 million 
documents leaked from the com¬ 
puters of a Panamanian law firm 
called Mossack Fonseca, obtained 
by the GermEin newspaper Stid- 
deutsche Zeitung and the Inter- 
nationEil Consortium of Investiga¬ 
tive Journalists and shared with 
the Toronto Star. 

Cimnlaugsson is far from be¬ 
ing the only world leader ex¬ 
posed for hiding corporations 
and money in tar-flung tax ha¬ 
vens. The files contain evidence 
of offshore companies controlled 
by the presidents of Argentina 
and Ukraine, and the King of 
Saudi Arabia. 

They also include 128 other 
politicians and public officials 
and at least 33 people and com¬ 
panies blacklisted by the U.S. 


government because of evidence 
they've done business with Mex¬ 
ican drug lords, terrorist organ¬ 
izations like Hezbollah or pariah 
nations like North Korea and 
Iran. Like GunnJaugsson, whose 
interests were formally held by 
his wife, many world leaders 
are connected to the offshore

Trump outlines new wall plan

Mexico to pay for a border wall 
by targeting billions of dollars in 
remittances sent by immigrants 
living in the U.S>., according to a 
memo released by his campaign 
Tuesday.

Judge says lack 
of evidence due 
to ‘political 
meddling 1 

The International Crim¬ 
inal Court terminated the 
case against Kenya's deputy 
president and ended his trial 
Tuesday, saying there was in¬ 
sufficient evidence he was in¬ 
volved in deadly violence that 
erupted after his country's 
2007 presidential election. 

The presiding judge wrote in 
the majority decision that the 
reason for the tack of evidence 
was possibly “"witness interfer¬ 
ence and political meddling.” 

The announcement marks 
the second time the court has 
had to admit defeat in its at¬ 
tempts to prosecute the alleged 
ringleaders of the violence that 
left more than 1.000 people 
dead and forced 600,000 from 
their homes in Kenya. 

Kenyan Deputy President 
William Kuto had been 
changed alongside broadcaster 
Joshua Sang with murder, de¬ 
portation and persecution for 
their alleged leading roles in 


the violence. The case against 
Sang was also closed Tuesday, 

Supporters of the men 
cheered the decision, while 
human rights activists lament¬ 
ed that the victims of the vio¬ 
lence had been denied justice. 

Local TV in Kenya showed 
both men waving their arms 
in the air in celebration and 
being hugged by Kuto's staff. 

In Kuto’s hometown of E3- 
doret, thousands of people 
took to the streets carrying 
placards, saying "Free at last" 
and "Kuto welcome home, you 
have suffered enough, you 
were innocent all the time." 

A case against President 
Uhuru Kenyatta on similar 
charges collapsed in December 
2014 amid prosecution claims 
of interference with witnesses 
and non-co-operation by au¬ 
thorities in Nairobi. 

Three Kenyans have been 
charged with interfering with 
witnesses. 

Abdrew Songa of the Kenya 
Human Rights Commission 
said “‘systematic witness tam¬ 
pering and intimidation ex¬ 
perienced in the Kenya cases 
has denied thousands of vic¬ 
tims of the postelection vio¬ 
lence the justice they right¬ 
fully deserve." 


'WEAKNESSES’ 

According to a court 
statement, Presiding 
Judge Chile Eboe 
Osuji said "it cannot 
be discounted that 
the weaknesses in the 
Prosecution case might 
be explained by the 
demonstrated incidence 
of tainting of the trial 
process by way of witness 
interference and political 

meddling" 

In a statement Tuesday, Ken¬ 
yatta criticized the court for

He called in a tweet for Ken¬ 
yans to attend a thanksgiving 
service at the Afraha Stadium 
in the Rift Valley town of Na- 
kuru on April IS. Following the 
postelect ton violence, the sta¬ 
dium was used to house people 
forced from their homes.

Italy tells Egypt it expects the truth about student's death 


Italy warned Tuesday that it is 
prepared to take “immediate 
and proportional measures" 
against Egypt if it fails to come 
clean with all it knows about 
the torture and death of an 
Italian graduate student in 
Cairo. 

Foreign Minister Paolo Cen- 
tiloni told the Senate that 
meetings this week in Rome 
between Italian and Egyptian 
prosecutors could be “deci¬ 
sive" to filling in gaps in the 
investigation of the death of 
Giulio Kegeni. 

The 28-year-old researcher 


was abducted on a Cairo street 
Jan. 25, when police were out 
in force as Egyptians marked 
the fifth anniversary of the 
uprising that ousted autocrat 
Hosni Mubarak. 

Speculation mounted that 
Egypt's security forces were 
involved after Regent's brutally 
tortured body was found nine 
days later. 

Genlitoni repeated Italian 
criticism that Egyptian author¬ 
ities hadn't provided full in¬ 
formation to date, saying Ital¬ 
ian prosecutors in particular 
wanted missing documenta¬ 


tion concerning Kegeni's cell¬ 
phone use and closed-circuit 
video footage of the Cairo area 
from where he was believed 
snatched. 

*Tf there isn't a change, the 
government is ready to react 
by adopting immediate and 
proportional measures," Gen- 
tiloni warned, 

He didn't specify possible 
measures, but Kegeni's parents 
have urged Italy to declare 
Egypt an “unsafe" country for 
Italian tourists. 

In Cairo, foreign Ministry- 
spokesman Ahmed Abu Zeid 


said Gentiloni’s comments 
“complicate matters further," 
given that they were made 
one day before the Egyptian 
team of prosecutors and police 
arrives in Italy to share the 
results of the Egyptian inves¬ 
tigation with Rome investiga¬ 
tors. Also in Cairo on Tuesday, 
President Abdel-Fat tah el-Sissi 
said his country deeply regret¬ 
ted Regini's death and intend¬ 
ed to “transparently" continue 
its “full co-operation" with 
Italy to resolve the case and 
bring the culprits to justice.

NORTH CAROLINA 

PayPal cancels job-expansion plans over anti-gay legislation 


PayPal said Tuesday that it 
was scrapping a 53.6-million. 
400-job expansion in North 
Carolina, the biggest tangible 
economic backlash so far to 
a new state law that restricts 
protections for lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender 
people. 

More than L0O corporate 
leaders have decried the law, 
saying it is unfair and makes 


it more difficult to attract tal¬ 
ent. PayPal's announcement 
came days after Lionsgate de¬ 
cided to move the filming for 
the pilot episode of a comedy 
series to Canada. 

“This decision reflects Pay¬ 
Pal's deepest values and our 
strong belief that every per¬ 
son has the right to be treated 
equally, and with dignity and 
respect." the company said in 


a statement. 

Meanwhile, oiganizers say 
some customers have pulled 
out of one of the world’s lar¬ 
gest furniture markets in High 
Point, and New jersey-based 
Kraeburn Pharmaceuticals said 
it was reconsidering build¬ 
ing a 550 million facility in 
Durham County that would 
have created 50 jobs paying 
an average of S 76.000 a year. 


Republican Gov. Pat Mc- 
Crory and legislative leaders 
did not respond to requests 
for comment on PayPal's deci¬ 
sion, just days before signing 
the law March 23 r McCrary 
was on hand when PayPal an¬ 
nounced plans for its new 
operation centre in Charlotte, 
his hometown. 

A group that supported the 
legislation said PayPal pulled 


out after receiving millions 
in corporate incentives. The 
North Carolina Values Coali¬ 
tion said in a statement that 
“a company with its hands in 
the pockets of the taxpayers 
of North Carolina shouldn't 
insert itself into the bathroom 
policies of the state." 

The legislation marked the 
first state law in the nation 
limiting the bathroom op¬ 


tions for transgender people, 
requiring them to use those 
conforming to the sex on their 
birth certificates. The law also 
excludes lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender people from 
anti-discrimination protec¬ 
tions. and blocks municipal¬ 
ities from adopting their own 
anti-discrimination and living 
wage rules.

Canada Post wants disruption: Union 


The union representing postal 
workers is accusing Canada Post 
of trying to provoke a kibour 
dispute this summer. 

That's because Canada Post 
hied notices of dispute on Mon¬ 
day with the minister of labour, 
requesting conciliation help in 
negotiations — a move which 
essentially starts the clock on a 
countdown to a stri ke or lock¬ 
out. 

"This is completely unpreced¬ 
ented. It is usually done when 
talks have broken down, and 
the parties are far apart * said 
Mike Palecek, national president 
of the Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers. 
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“it has never happened this 
early in the process. 1 * he said, 
noring the company hasn ‘t even 
finished presenting all its de¬ 
mands yet. “They are acting as 
if they wont a labour dispute. 1 * 
The union estimates a legal 
5 trike or lockout date could 
come in early July. But Canada 
Post spokesman jon Hamilton 
said negotiations began late last 
year w r ith little progress being 
made on key issues. 

'This brings in a third-party 
conciliator to work through 
issues." he said. “It’s a product¬ 
ive step. It should be seen as 
helping both sides to sit down 
and get a deal. 1 ' 


While Hamilton refused to 
discuss any of the issues at the 
bargaining table, he said the 
company's goal is to get a deal 
that’s “fair for employees, but 
respects the environment we 
are working in and the needs 
of our customers.” 

lhe union says Canada Post 
is seeking concessions on many 
fronts including benefits, job 
security and pensions, includ¬ 
ing switching new hires to a 
defined contribution plan from 
the current defined benefit plan. 

It also says the company is 
unwilling to consider its pro¬ 
posals for service expansion 
and merging the two units — an 


urban one with 42,000 members 
— and the rural-suburban one 
with about S.OOD. 

The contract for oral carriers 
expired on Dec. 31,2015. whiSe 
the contract for the urban group 
expired on Jan. 3.1. 

Palecek added that the new 
Liberal government has prom¬ 
ised to conduct a review'of Can¬ 
ada Post's operations, so the 
timing is odd. The last round 
of negotiations in 2011 for the 
urban unit was marked by ro¬ 
tating strikes, a lockout, and

The spotlight on how this 
country handles sexual as¬ 
sault has descended on 
Ottawa, and it isn't pretty: 
Sexual assault charges have 
reached their lowest rate in 
seven years, 

According to police data 
obtained by Metro, 39 per 
cent of sexual assault com¬ 
plaints led to charges in 2014, 
a year that also saw a sharp 
drop in complaints brought lo 
police compared to 2013. The 
charge rate has never gotten 
higher than 50 per cent Since 
2007, 

The dala is only the latest 
revealed by a Metro investiga¬ 
tion that found 2,538 sexual 
assaults were deemed "'un¬ 
founded" by police in the past 
15 years, a statistic that advo¬ 
cates have called shocking. 

But the charge rate is par¬ 
ticularly upsetting since this 
data represents only a sliver ol 
sexual assaults committed in 
that city,, and this country. 

Post-Ghomeshi trial, that 
shouldn't be news to you 
You've probably heard ad 
nauseum that only five per 
cent of sexual assaults are re¬ 
ported lo police, and only 0.2 
per cent end in convictions 

Insp. John Maxwell who 
works in Ottawa police Major 
Case Investigations, loid my 
colleague Joe Lofaro, If we 
close a file without a charge, 
then there's a good reason for 
It. This is what we do." Inves¬ 
tigations have become more 
complicated with the rise of 
technology, he added, 
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But with all due respect 
to investigators, we need to 
know more about what con¬ 
stitutes a "good reason" for 
abandoning a complaint, es¬ 
pecially since charge rates for 
non-sexual assaults in Ottawa 
are consistently higher — 
from 64 to 73 per cent since 
2007. 

In this light, it's galling that 
Ottawa Inspector John Max¬ 
well laid the lack, of charges, 
in part, at the feet of women. 

Last week, he told Metro 
Ottawa that some complaint- 
ants don't want to go through 
with laying charges, for a 
variety of reasons. If he was 
talking about five per cent of 
the cases, then he's indeed 
correct. The new dala shows 
that, in 2014, only 33 of the 
743 sexual assault reports 
ended without charges be¬ 
cause complaints changed 
their minds, So; what about 
the remaining 55 per cent? 

What this data shows is 
that police actions remain far 
more opaque than the courts. 
Where it's easy to pull up ver¬ 
dicts, it's far harder to track 
the trajectory of complaints as 
they make their way through 
poke stations. 

Police don't keep such data 
available online, and it can 
take days — or in Ottawa's 
case a series of information 
requests — to uncover it. But 
this data is key to doing bet¬ 
ter. Ifs not good enough to 
offer generalized explana¬ 
tions. it's time to dig into the 
nitty-gritty.

Is civet cat coffee worth the price?

You might have heard that coffee 
beans extracted from the drop¬ 
pings of a civet cat make the 
world's most expensive brew, 
but that is no longer true. 

Hits the hype subsided, you 
might reasonably ask? Has the 
planet come to its senses and 
finally realized that no cuppa joe 
is worth paying double digits for, 
whether or not its beans passed 
through the digestive tract of a 
tropica] forest creature? 

Nope, civet poop coffee is still 
apparently popular, and still out¬ 
rageously expensive. It's just that 
now you can get an even more 
rare and exotic coffee, which hits 
been plucked from the dung of 
rescued Thai elephants instead of 
civet cats. It sells for an astound¬ 
ing $66 (U.S.) for 35 grams of 
roasted beans, enough to brew 
"approximately five espresso size 
cups." That is, if you are among 
the fortunate few who pay up 
each year before the limited sup¬ 
ply sells out, 

A decent cup of civet isn't too 
much cheaper, mind you. 

Uoi Chaang. the part-Lan- 
adian. part-Thai “beyond fair 
trade" coffee company, sells 
beans, roasted in Vancouver, 
harvested from wild, cage-free 
rivets that feast once a year on

fresh ripe coffee cherries. Uoi 
Chaang's product is distinct from 
farms that utilize trapped, mis¬ 
treated animals, which have tar¬ 
nished the industry in recent 
years, and the beans retail for the 
bargain price of $55 Canadian for 
50 grams. You want a pound of 
the stuff? You’re looking at $500. 

Doi Chaang sent a batch for 
our taste panel to try. 

1 have never so anxiously 
brewed a cup of coffee. What if 
J do it wrong? What if the grind 
is too fine? What if my measure¬ 
ments are off? 

1 confirm the proper propor¬ 
tions on multiple blogs, then 
meticulously hand-grind enough 


gourmet beans to brew a large 
french press, adding a little ex¬ 
tra —because the one complaint 
you really don't want to hear 
about a 550 pot of coffee is that 
it's too weak. 

Ironically, considering where 
it comes from, this coffee smells 
amazing — possibly better than 
any I’ve tried before. 

from the moment 3 cut open 
the vacuum-sealed pouch, to the 
grinding, to the steeping process, 
there's a smooth aroma with an 
unmistakable, almost tropical 
earthiness, like coffee brewed 
with moss. 

And the taste? Again, it's very 
good, with a bit of that moss on 
the longue. 

It's rich yet gentle enough to 
be gulped down without cream 
□r sugar. At the same time, how¬ 
ever, it's not quite distinct or 
delicious enough to warrant the 
astonishing price lag. 

A few members of our taste 
panel outright disliked the stuff 
They probably even made the 
obvious snggestion that it tastes 
like, well, you know. 

Coffee preferences are highly 
personal. If coffee pinched out of 
the business end of a shy. limit- 
eating mammal produced near- 
unanimous approval, they would 
sell it at Starbucks.

AVGOLEMONO 

Rich, tangy 
broth perfect 
for warming 
up on cool days 

Avgolemono is the thicken soup 
of Greece, and us we know, pretty 
much every country has its own 
version of a comforting chick¬ 
en soup. In Greek, avgolemono 
means “egg lemon" — which is 
appropriate because the soup is 
built on a broth that is rich with 
eggs and deliciously bright and 
tangy with lemon juke. 

While cooking the raw chick¬ 
en in the simmering broth adds 
extra richness to the soup, you 
also could make the broth and 
simply add leftover cooked and 
shredded or chopped chicken. 
Just add about 6 cups shredded 
or diced cooked chicken along 
with the cooked rice. 

When you gradually add the 
hot broth to the egg mixture, you 
are tempering the eggs. If you 
were to add the egg mixture to 
the pot ail at once, even if you 
whisked very fast, you would end 
up with cooked strands of eggs 
punctuating the soup. In some

soups, this is desirable — think 
egg drop soup at a Chinese res¬ 
taurant — but not in this one. 
Adding the hot liquid in a slow 
steady stream to the eggs, while 
whisking all the while, thickens 
the eggs but keeps them from 
scrambling. Once the mixture 
has become thick, smooth and 
warm, you can whisk it into the 
soup and it will simply thicken 


the whole pot of avgolemono.

Honda and Hitachi have de¬ 
veloped a miniature proto¬ 
type breathalyzer that can 
be integrated into a smart- 
car key. 

There are already a num¬ 
ber of high-tech devices 
either on the market or in 
development focused on help¬ 
ing drivers know their alco¬ 
holic limits. 

The most high-profile is 
the DADSS, a system being 
developed by the U.i. Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation's Na¬ 
tional Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration that could 
soon become standard in¬ 
cabin equipment on new cars 
sold in North America. 

However, what sets Hon¬ 
da's portable alcohol detec¬ 
tion device apart from the 
others is that it is mobile 
— it tan be used anywhere 
and at any time as a breath¬ 
alyzer. This mobility means, 
according to its makers, that 
a user doesn't have to get into 
his or her car to perform a 
breath test. 

This minimizes any temp¬ 
tation to drive. 

Likewise, the fact that it's 
integrated into the car key 
means that three seconds 
after providing a breath sam¬ 


ple, if too much alcohol is de¬ 
tected. the key will no longer 
open or start the car. 

In order to build a breath¬ 
alyzer compact enough to 
fit into a key not much lar¬ 
ger and thicker than a credit 
card. Hitachi had to develop a 
sensor that was tiny (just five 
millimetres in urea), yet good 
enough to detect as little as 
0.01 Smgj'l of ethanol concen¬ 
tration in a person's breath. 

It achieves its readings 
by also measuring exhaled 
hydrogen and metabolized 
acetaldehyde and by using an 
algorithm to make a calcula¬ 
tion based on the concentra¬ 
tion of the three substances. 

It is - currently calibrated 
in accordance with Japan’s 
drunk driving laws, but the
